shell. Anyone can play poor 
hockey, but it takes brains to 
play it in a painless, appealing 
sort of way. If it is necessary 
for you to play hockey like a 
bear at a typewriter, then try to 
cover up your obvious failings 
and make it appear that lady 
luck has merely swatted you 
with the back of her hand. 

For example, it looks bad to 
skate languidly back from the 
opposing team's zone while an 

attack is being made against 

your net. You know that you 
cannot stop the enemy, but the 

spectators have a peculiar habit 

of expecting you to try. Thus, 

always try to create the illusion 
that you are getting back in a 
hurry. 

If an opponent has the puck, 
never merely trail him. Chase 
him. Make it appear that you 
are going to get him. Whether 
you do or not is immaterial, or 
if one of your teammates actual- 
ly manages to lay down a good 
pass, don't get frightened. It 
happens in the best of hockey 
circles, and while undoubtedly 
accidental, it should not be 
ignored. The very least you can 
do if you are within reasonable 
range of your opponent's net is 
to fire wildly. You may feel 
that to pass the puck is foolish 
as it will only go wild anyhow. 
Nevertheless, try to do so, more 
especially if you have a man in 
the clear while your arc about to 
be checked. While your pass 
will undoubtedly be wild, it is 
altogether likely that one of the 
enemy will intercept it and thus 
cover up for your lack of abil- 
ity. Besides, you never can tell 
when one of your passes might 
click. 

Here is one last illustration. 
Defoncemen should never, when 
jan attack is being made against 
i their goal, skate backwards so 
j fast that they end up in the cor- 
ners or bumping rears behind 
the net while the enemj' attack 
is just crossing the blueline. 
You may want to avoid any seri- 
ous contact with the attackers, 
but don't, for heaven's sake, let 
the rest of us catch on. Rather, 
give the enemy an oppor unity to 
reach you. Make an attempt to 
stop him, and while you will 
probably succeed in doing so 
only occasionally, you will have 
made the spectators happy. 

Thus, you see, there is art and 
skill even to poor hockey. Done 
properly, the spectators and fans 
will leave the arena in a pleased 
frame of mind, suffering only 
from disappointment. In addi- 
tion, sportswriters and civic 
[propagandists will then be able 
to offer reasonable excuses on 
your behalf.

Johnny, age five-and-a-half 
years, disrupts the household 
with his pets of snakes, mice 
and toads. It is startling, to say 
the least, to Watch Johnny play 
with snakes or feed his toads 
with flies held in his little hands. 
(The pet toads slrike out with 
their long tongues and whisk 
their meals of flies from his 
hands.) 

However, Johnny's interest in 
reptiles and small four-legged 
creatures doesn't end with feed- 
ing them or building huts for 
them. Lately, Johnny has been 
frightening Frankie, his little 
three-year-old brother. He 

chases Frankie, yelling, "Here 

comes^ a mouse, Frankie, run, 
Frankie, run, here comes a 
mouse!" Frankie runs scream- 
ing to his mother, who is not 

unafraid of mice. Mother learns 

that Johnny is only teasing and 
pretending to have a mouse just 
to get some lively response from 
Frankie. Johnny is asked to 

console Frankie and does so by 
saying, "Don't be afraid, Frankie, 
it's nbt a mouse; it's just a wild 
lion." Of course, that makes 

everything alright until the next 
time. 

Granted — the five-year-old 
Johnny needs disciplining for 
frightening three - year - old 
Frankie. Father is called on to 
administer same — which he does 
— and repeatedly. As long as 
Johnny gets such exciting re- 
sults, the temptation to frighten 
Frankie will probably be more 
than he can resist. It will be 
worth rather severe punishment. 

A serious attempt should be 
made to stop Frankie from re- 
acting. Read to him about the 
tiny, dear, little mice; tell him 
stories about these harmless lit- 
tle creatures. Try to explain 
why mother jumps and screams 
when one of the pet toads jumps 
out of the milk shoot at her or 
she discovers a pet mouse in a 
dresser drawer. No, Frankie, 
mother is not really afraid— it's 
just that the little creatures 
surprise her when they appear 

unexpectedly. 

Pets afford valuable experi- 
ences, but need not be tolerated 
at the expense of disrupting the 
entire household. If Johnny 
wants to retain his live pots, he 
should look after them properly. 
Just as with other playthings, 
he should have a place for them 
and keep them in their place.
